President Cleveland is appar»ntly 


not in this mildest of tempera these days 
and ia showing a pronounc:d disposi- 
tion to bt aggressive. Th» nrst intima- 
tion that he was angry was given in hi* 
letter to the proprietors of 
Puck, in 


•which he attacked the veracity of the 
press in general, and his disposition 
has not been sweetened by the speeches 
of Beck and Vat.ce. With th* latter he 
is especially displeased, and when Hen- 
Icy called at the White House Thurs- 
day and notified him that Vance, who is 
Chairman of the sub-committee of the 
Senate Committee on Finance, to which 
committee the nomination of Bobert 
Barnett to be Collector of Internal Bev- 
•nne for the fourth district of California 
bas be*nreferred, was anxious to ascer- 
tain upon whar grounds Barnett's pre- 
decessor had been removed, the Presi- 
dent replied: "Tell him I removed tb« 
old Collector because then IB nothing in 
the t«nure of office act that prohibits it, 
t,nd farther because tbe ex-Collector has 
held the office twelve or thirteen years. 
I do not think it necessary to giv* any 
additional reasons," 


The silver people have prepared pe- 


titions to Congress, wbioh they are 
scattering broadcast over the country 
for signatures praying Congrest " to 
olace the coinage of silver on an equal- 
ity with gold; that there be issned coin 
certificates of on», two and five dollars; 
tbe same being made a legal tender; that 
cue and two-dollar l»fjal tender notes to 
be issued, and that the public debt be 
paid as quickly as posiible by applying 
for this purpose the idle surplus now in 
the Treasury." 
These petitions are 


coming back in large numbers and are 
being presented ID the Senate and 
Home, 


THE TABirf 0» WOOL. 


Silver Btato, 8tb. 


A petition was circulated here yester- 


day and pretty generally figned by cur 
citizens, asking Congress to restore the 
tariff of 1867 on wool. The only differ- 
ence between the tariff of 18G7 and tbe 
present tariff on wool, ia that th* ad- 
valorem dnty of 10 per cent, on cloth- 
ing wool, worth 30 cents per ponnd or 
less at the port whence it is shipped 
to the United Stntes, was abolished by 
Act of Congress, approved March 3, 
1883. Th« specific duty on'snch wool ia 
now, as it ban been since 1887, ten cents 
per pound. If euoh wools are washed 
th* dnty ii twenty • cents p*r pound and 
if sconr*d thirty cents pur pound. As 
clothing wools are the only foreign 
wools that compete with Nevada wools, 
the present duty of ten cents per pound 
on unwashed wooli of that character, 
ought, all tbinjjs considered, lo amply 
protect Nevodii wool growers. 
The 


trouble bag been, however, that the 
dnty has not been collected. By an order 
of tb* Treasury Dep»rtment,madeunder 
Arthur's Administration, which, 
it 


ia alleged, w»s not printed and pub- 
lished with other orders of that Depart- 
ment, and therefor* known only to • 
few favored importers, clothing wools 
were admitted, by undervaluation, upon 
paymeut of a duty of from two and a 
bulf to five o«uts per pound. This re- 
duced th* price of Nevada and Or»gon 
wools to fourteen or fifteen cents per 
ponnd in th* Eastrri markets, and last 
Summer wool, which was protected from 
foreign competition by a tariff of ten 
cents per pound, sold along the railroad 
hero in Nevada at eleven and twelve 
cents per pound. It was then evidint 
to everybody who took the trouble to 
read tbe laws reUting to th* tariff on 
wool, that the duty on imported wools 
was not collected as prescribed by law, 
or that there was an over-production of 
wool in the United States. Subsequent- 
ly, when changes were madu in the Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia Custom Houses, 
the fact became known that foreign 
wools were admitted at less than shedule 
rates, and wool advanced five or sii 
cents per pound in a week. If the pres- 
ent tariff is honestly collected a duty of 
ten cents must be paid on every pound 
of imported wool that comes ioto com- 
petition with N*vada wool, and that, at 
this time, when farmers have to sell 
their grain at Liverpool prices, less cost 
of transportation, and silver miners have 
to sell their bullion at twenty per cent, 
discount, ought to be sufhcient.

She 
told him to wait there in Litchneld for 
two days before starting far California, 
Then she put on ber cloak and came 
alone here to New York and went 
straight to Banaom. Jin a few <jui«t 
word a she told him tbe story. Charlie 
shook ber hand, said he wouldn't part 
her from ber lover for the world, asked 
ber how much hai been lost, took $10,- 
000 out of tbe safe and gave it to ber, 
together with a valuable diamond pin to 
fasten th* baby's bonnet strings to- 
getber. Shi blushed and went back 
borne. Tbey got married, bought a farm 
and haven't been in tbe city sinoe, but 
the happy husband always sent a brace 
of big turkeys to Charlie every Christ- 
mas aud Thanksgiving. Ob, yes, their 
baby is seven years old now. 
"In 1864 Ransom ran up against a 


•snog' that took $50,000 ol his money in 
one swoop. It was the only tune I ever 
knew Charlie to b* beaten in a big game 
of poker. It was out iu St. Lotus, where 
he had gone on a flying trip. I was in 
the gsme, so was a prominent hotel 
keeper and a Paymaster iu the United 
States Army. The gam« grew heavy. 
Finally there was $10,000 in the 'pot.' 
Then Bnnsom, who held a pair of twos, 
as it proved, looked up and smiled 
serenely as he drew out a thundering 
roll of greenbacks and raised the pot 
$40,000. 
You see he knew two of us 


hadn't as much money as that, and as it 
was a cash game he knew he could raise 
us out. The fourth hand the Paymaster 
had played a very quiet game, and Ran- 
som didn't take him into account. Bat 
the Paymaster was there. He was an 
innocent looking youth. He reached 
down under bis chair, pulled up a big 
saehel, counted Out $40,000 in United 
States greenbacks and then raised Ban- 
torn $40,000. Bausom never moved a 
muscle of his face, but he just 'laid 
down' bis hand, said 'good evening gen- 
tlemen,' and walked out. 


"Yon see, the Paymaster had his 


satchel cram full of money he was taking 
down to New Orleans to pay off the 
soldiers there. He dropped on Bau- 
som'B bluff, and had just fallen back on 
the Government's money. He only had 
ace high.

I fourteen ytars, shall lie required to send 
soch child or children to a public school 
(or a period of at least silt-en weeks in 
each school year, at least eight weeks of 
which shall be consecutive, unless each 
child or children are flensed (rum such 
attendance by the Board of School Trus- 
ties of tke school district in which such 
parents or guardians reside, upon its 
being shown to their satisfaction that 
the bodily or mental condition of such 
child .or children has b*en such as to 
prevent bin or her or their attendance at 
school, or application to study for th» 
period required, or that such chill or 
children are taught in a private sohool 
or at home, in such branches na are 
usually taught in primary schools, or 
hare already acquired the ordinary 
branches of learning taught in the pub- 
lic school; provided, in case n public 
school bball not be tunght for the period 
of sixteen weeks, or any part thf>raof, 
during the year, within t»o mile^by the 
nearest traveled road, of th» residence 
of any person within the school district, 
t* or she shall not be liable to the pro- 
visions of this Aft.
